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Prefatory 


Long  Island,  or  as  one  tribe  of  Indians  called  it,  Sewanhacka, 
meaning  the  "Island  of  Shells,"  is  known  throughout  the  country  for 
its  natural  beauty  and  its  excellent  automobile  roads.

TheWarner 
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Historic  Long  Island 

Long  Island  everywhere  recalls  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  days. 
A  great  many  homesteads  occupied  by  men  who  were  leaders  in  those 
times  are  but  a  memory  now.  Those  that  are  left,  however,  are  inter- 
esting and  clearly  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  past  generations.  They  also 
make  a  study  in  comparison  of  the  homes  used  by  leaders  of  the 
present  time. 

The  historic  spots  viewed  in  conjunction  with  the  modern  estates 
lend  enchantment  to  an  automobile  tour  around  the  Island.  Some 
of  the  more  noteworthy  places  that  can  be  seen  are  given  herewith. 


AMITYVILLE.— North  of  this  place  is  the  large  convent  of  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Dominick  and  an  infirmary  maintained  by  the  same  order. 


BABYLON. — At  Babylon  is  the  country  seat  of  August  Belmont,  known 
as  the  Nursery  Farm,  which  was  the  home  of  his  father,  the  late 
August  Belmont.  It  is  a  famous  estate,  north  of  the  village — almost 
a  community  in  itself,  with  its  many  farm  buildings,  race  track, 
lake,  memorial  chapel  and  other  features.  Near  Babylon,  on  the 
South  road,  is  the  homestead  of  Col.  Alfred  Wagstaff,  the  president 
of  the  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 
It  is  one  of  the  show  places  of  that  part  of  the  South  Side. 

On  the  left-hand  side  of  the  South  road,  about  two  miles  east  of 
Babylon,  is  the  old  Thompson  homestead,  now  owned  by  David  Gardi- 
ner. It  is  known  as  Sagtikos  Manor,  and  was  once  the  home  of 
Jonathan  Thompson,  one  of  the  early  collectors  of  the  Port  of  New 
York.  On  the  occasion  of  his  tour  of  Long  Island,  after  the  Revolu- 
tion, General  Washington  is  known  to  have  spent  a  night  at  the 
house  and  the  table  at  which  he  ate  is  still  in  the  possession  of  Miss 
Julia  Thompson  Livingston  of  Babylon,  one  of  Jonathan  Thompson's 
descendents. 


BAYPORT  is  a  quaint  village,  where  many  city  people  own  summer 
cottages. 

BAY  SHORE. — There  are  many  splendid  country  seats  on  either  side 
of  the  South  road  from  Babylon  all  the  way  to  Oakdale.  Near  Bay 
Shore  is  that  of  Louis  Bossert  of  Brooklyn,  built  by  the  late  Henry 
B.  Hyde,  President  of  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  and 
enlarged  and  made  more  elaborate  by  his  son,  James  riazen  Hyde. 


BAY  SIDE. — The  famous  Oakland  golf  links  are  located  here. 


BELLPORT. — On  the  right  is  the  home  of  Frederick  Edey,  formerly 
Frank  Otis'  country  home.  Leaving  Bellport,  on  the  right,  is  located 
the  estate  of  Major  W.  H.  Langley,  overlooking  the  bay.  Bellport 
has  a  yacht  club  of  summer  residents.  Sail  and  power  boats  take 
passengers  four  miles  across  the  bay  to  Old  Inlet  and  Smith's  Point. 
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BLUE  POINT. — The  famous  Blue  Point  Oysters  come  from  here.  The 
village  is  located  directly  on  the  bay,  and  contains  many  large  hotels. 
Sail  boats  make  two  trips  daily  to  beach  resorts — Water  Island  and 
Cherry  Grove. 


BRENTWOOD. — Among    several   very   conspicuous   estates   is   that   of 
George  E.  Plunkitt. 

The  celebrated  academy,  St.  Joseph's  in  the  Pines,  and  Dr.  W.  R. 
Ross's  Sanatorium  can  be  seen  here. 


BRIDGEHAMPTON.— One  of  the  four  Hamptons.     Is  a  thrifty  town 
and  has  many  well-cultivated  farms  and  handsome  homes. 


BROOKHAVEN. — Fire  Place  was  the  old  Indian  name  for  this  place 
and  a  few  of  the  descendants  of  the  Indians  live  here.  Good  trout 
fishing  in  streams  near  Brookhaven. 


CANOE  PLACE  is  a  narrow  strip  of  land  less  than  one-half  a  mile 
wide,  separating  Peconic  Bay  from  Shinnecock  Bay.  Across  the 
small  isthmus  the  Indians  used  to  haul  their  canoes  from  one  bay  to 
the  other,  hence  tn'e  name. 


CENTRAL  ISLIP. — The  Manhattan  State  Hospital  here  is  one  of  the 
largest  in  America. 

CENTER   MORICHES   is  a  well  known   summer  resort.     Mrs.   Grace 
Masury  has  a  large  estate  directly  on  the  bay. 


COLD  SPRING.— Near  the  station  there  is  still  an  old  tannery.  Na- 
tives say  that  during  the  Revolutionary  war  most  of  the  drum  heads 
used  by  the  patriots  were  tanned  there,  and  since  that  time  the 
tannery  has  turned  out  practically  all  the  drum  heads  needed  by 
the  trade  in  this  country. 


DOSORIS,  GLEN  COVE. — This  northern  part  of  Glen  Cove  got  its  name 
from  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Benj.  Woolsey,  whose  dower  this  big  tract 
was.  (Dosoris  from  Dos  hsorus,  meaning  wife's  dower.) 

Leading  from  one  of  the  village's  branching  roads  was  a  beautiful 
lane,  a  veritable  bower,  for  stately  poplars  and  cedars  were  for- 
tressed  between  wide-spreading  oaks  and  great  maples,  and  behind 
them  fertile  meadows  and  timber  lots  fronting  on  the  Sound. 

The  old  manor  house,  carefully  preserved  and  slightly  modern- 
ized, has  been  in  possession  of  the  George  James  Price  family  for 
a  century  and  is  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Price's  sons  and  daughters. 
On  this  lard  is  the  Woolsey  family  burying  ground,  where,  by 
sorapirg  off  the  moss  of  old  tombstones,  one  can  read  the  strange 
lettering  of  long  ago.  The  Rev.  Benjamin  Woolsey  was  a 
graduate  of  Yale,  and  his  great  grandson  was  a  President  of 
Yale.  Below  the  manor  house  grounds  are  East  and  West  Islands, 
the  latter  famous  during  his  life  as  the  home  of  Charles  A,  Dana, 
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the  editor  of  the  Sun.  It  was  noted  for  its  wonderful  collection  of 
evergreens,  and  rare  trees  and  shrubs.  East  Island  is  the  summer 
home  of  J.  Pierrepont  Morgan,  Jr.,  who  has  an  attractive  residence 
there.  Many  well-known  men  are  his  neighbors,  among  them  the 
Pratts.  At  Glen  Cove,  too,  is  the  famous  Nassau  Country  Club,  one 
of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  class  in  the  state.  At  Piping  Rock  a 
new  club  is  being  built. 

DOUGLASTON. — Douglas  Manor  Inn,  built  in  1819.  On  Little  Neck 
Bay  and  one-quarter  mile  north  of  Broadway,  Douglaston.  This  old 
building  is  now  used  as  a  first  class  Inn. 


EAST  HAMPTON.— The  John  Howard  Payne  Homestead,  which  is 
still  in  splendid  state  of  preservation,  is  the  home  of  the  parents 
of  John  Howard  Payne  the  author  of  "Home,  Sweet  Home."  The 
cottage  faces  the  southern  road  of  the  twin  roads  on  entering  the 
town.  A  short  distance  away  is  the  cottage  that  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher 
occupied  while  pastor  at  Easthampton.  John  Drew  the  actor  has 
also  a  magnificent  country  home  in  this  town. 


EAST  HEMPSTEAD.— Meadowbrook  Club. 


EAST  MORICHES.— On  the  left  the  old  Ketcham  Hotel,  one  of  the 
oldest  hostelries  on  Long  Island,  still  iii  use.  On  the  extreme  right 
near  the  bay,  is  located  the  summer  home  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Vin- 
cent de  Paul. 


EAST  PATCHOGUE.— On  the  left  a  quaint  old  grist  mill  is  passed. 
Mill  is  still  in  use  daily.  Many  century  old  farm  houses  on  the 
main  highway.  Country  homes  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Litt  on  the  right;  also 
home  of  Supreme  Court  Justice  Blackmar,  E.  W.  Durkee  and  others. 


EASTPORT  and  WESTHAMPTON  are  famous  for  duck  farms,  many 
of  which  can  be  seen  from  the  main  road.  In  some  of  the  pens 
along  the  rivers  there  are  thousands  of  ducks.  At  Eastport,  too,  is 
the  famous  Long  Island  Country  Club. 


PARMINGDALE  can  boast  of  one  of  the  largest  trade  schools  on  the 
island.  It  is  the  Catholic  Trade  School  and  it  is  patronized  by  nearly 
500  scholars. 


FIRE  ISLAND. — This  is  the  name  given  to  a  stretch  of  sand  beach 
which  separates  the  Great  South  Bay  from  the  ocean.  It  is  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  wide  and  26  miles  long.  A  State  Park 
known  as  Fire  Island  Park  has  been  established  on  this  strip  of 
land.  It  comprises  126  acres.  The  island  is  reached  by  boat 
from  Babylon,  Bay  Shore,  Patchogue  and  other  prominent  towns 
along  the  south  shore. 


FLUSHING  (or  as  it  was  first  called,  Vlissingan)  has  several  very 
interesting  buildings.  They  are: 

Friends'  Meeting  House,  erected  1694,  located  on  south  side  of 
Broadway,  Flushing,  opposite  public  park.  Meetings  for  worship 
every  Sunday  at  10.30  o'clock. 

Old  Bowne  House,  built  in  1661,  east  side  of  Bowne  avenue,  one- 
half  block  from  Broadway,  Flushing.  Oldest  house  in  Queens 
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Borough.     Open   for   inspection   every   day.     Original   furniture   in 
house. 

Flushing  Institute,  established  in  1826;  first  preparatory  school  in 
America.     Stands  on  Amity  street,  just  east  of  Main,  Flushing. 


GARDEN  CITY. — This  town  can  proudly  point  to  its  Cathedral,  the 
most  beautiful  church  edifice  on  Long  Island  and  the  home  of 
Bishop  Burgess.  The  Cathedral  was  built  by  the  late  A.  T. 
Stewart  who  founded  Garden  City.  Among  other  prominent  build- 
ings are  Garden  City  Hotel  (the  largest  on  the  island),  St.  Paul's 
School  for  boys  and  St.  Mary's  School  for  Girls.  Two  magnificent 
golf  links,  an  aviation  field  and  the  Doubleday  &  Page  Co.  Country 
Life  Press  are  located  here. 


HEMPSTEAD  claims  a  stopping  place  for  George  Washington.  This 
is  the  Sammis  Tavern.  An  interesting  relic  can  be  seen  at  St. 
George's  Church,  the  communion  service  presented  by  Queen  Anne. 
The  father  of  the  late  E.  H.  Harriman  was  at  one  time  rector  of 
St.  George's  and  it  was  here  thai  Harriman  spent  a  part  of  his  youth. 
At  North  Hempstead  there  is  another  old  church,  the  Reformed 
Dutch,  which  was  built  176  years  ago. 


HUNTINGTON.— About  two  miles  south  of  Huntington  is  the  old  Walt 
Whitman  house,  famous  as  the  birth-place  of  the  good  gray  poet. 

At  Huntington  village,  turn  south  from  Main  street  along  trolley 
tracks,  and  follow  tracks  to  the  Walt  Whitman  house. 

At  Halesite,  near  Huntington,  is  located  a  monument  where  Hale 
was  captured  by  the  British,  when  he  was  attempting  to  escape  to 
a  boat  in  the  harbor.  The  old  inn,  where  he  stopped  for  the  night 
is  near-by. 

To  reach  the  monument,  turn  north  from  Main  street  in  Hunting- 
ton  village,  along  trolley  tracks.  At  carbarns  1.2  turn  right  up 
steep  grade,  and  at  the  top  of  the  hill  turn  left.  Follow  straight 
road  to  the  monument. 

Another  monument  has  been  erected  to  Nathan  Hale,  in  Hunting- 
ton  village.  This  is  a  drinking  fountain  on  Main  street. 

Just  east  of  the  drinking  fountain  is  the  old  historic  burying 
ground,  which  dates  back  to  before  the  beginning  of  the  Eighteenth 
Century.  During  the  revolution,  the  British  troops  built  a  fortifi- 
cation, Fort  Golgotha,  on  the  top  of  the  burying  ground  hill. 

Fort  Golgotha  was  built  of  the  timbers  of  the  old  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  the  troops  tore  down  for  the  purpose.  Another  church 
was  built  in  1787  on  the  site  of  the  old  church,  and  this  building 
stands  to-day  on  the  hill  opposite  the  cemetery.  It  is  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Huntington. 

Beyond  the  church  on  the  main  road  stands  a  huge  boulder  mark- 
ing the  old  town  site.  On  it  is  inscribed: 

1653  Huntington  Village  Green  1909 

on  which  stood  the  blockhouse 

for  protection  from  the  Indians. 

Here  the  early  town  meetings  were  held 

and 
Militia  drilled  in  Revolutionary  times. 

Erected  by 

Ketewamoke  Chapter,  D.  A.  R. 
A.  D.  1909. 
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JAMAICA  (once  called  Rustdorp). — Entering  Jamaica  by  way  of  Ful- 
ton street  motorists  pass  a  small  park  on  their  left.  In  this  park 
still  stands  the  King  Manor,  the  home  of  Rufus  King,  the  first  United 
States  ambassador  to  England;  and  his  son  John  Alsop  King,  one 
of  the  early  governors  of  New  York  State.  It  is  one  of  the  few 
homes  of  famous  men  of  Long  Island  that  has  become  public 
property.  It  was  purchased  by  several  enterprising  people  of 
Jamaica. 

The  King  Manor  contains  many  relics,  most  of  them  having  been 
loaned  by  Jamaica  women.  The  articles  consist  of  spinning  wheels, 
old-fashioned  dishes  and  pottery  of  the  Colonial  period,  old  furniture, 
etc.  The  entrance  door  came  from  the  Blackwell  Mansion,  of  Astoria, 
which  is  a  much  older  building  than  the  King  Manor.  The  door  has 
the  "crow  foot"  sign,  placed  on  it  by  the  Tories  to  indicate  their 
possession  of  the  house. 

King  Park,  surrounding  the  mansion,  has  a  number  of  stately 
old  trees.  Several  of  them  were  planted  by  Rufus  King.  One,  an 
oak,  was  planted  by  Rufus  King,  and  grew  there  from  the  acorn. 

The  King  Manor  is  open  to  visitors  on  Mondays,  from  10  A.  M. 
to  4  P.  M.  Here,  too,  is  the  famous  Jamaica  Race  Track,  one  of  the 
most  natable  tracks  in  the  United  States. 


KINGS  PARK. — Site  of  the  Long  Island  State  Hospital,  an  institution 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane.  Started  in  1884  as  the 
Kings  County  Farm,  the  State  assumed  charge  in  1895.  The  farm 
comprises  nearly  1,000  acres  and  the  buildings  house  nearly  4,000 
patients. 

LAKE  RONKONKOMA  (meaning  White  Sand  Lake).— The  largest 
body  of  fresh  water  on  the  island.  It  is  circular  in  form,  about 
three  miles  around.  It  is  considered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots 
on  the  island.  It  can  easily  be  reached  from  Sayville  on  the  south 
shore  or  from  Smithtown  and  St.  James  from  the  north.  The  Motor 
Parkway  at  present  ends  at  the  lake. 


LINDENHURST. — A  prosperous  German  village,  where  there  are  many 
large  and  small  factories,  and  where,  although  English  is  generally 
spoken,  many  of  the  quaint,  old  country  customs  still  obtain. 


MANHASSET.— Mitchell  Homestead.  At  the  foot  of  the  Church  hill, 
north  of  bridge  and  old  mill.  A  fine  collection  of  old  books  here, 
once  belonged  to  Samuel  Latham  Mitchell,  who  in  1774  was  a  student 
in  old  Kings  College,  N.  Y.  Most  of  the  old  farm  was  recently  sold 
to  Payne  Whitney,  who  has  a  fine  summer  home  on  the  uplands. 


MASSAPEQUA. — Here  are  a  number  of  fine  old  homesteads,  including 
the  ancient  Fort  Neck  House,  the  home  of  the  late  David  R.  Floyd- 
Jones,  but  one  of  the  landmarks  of  the  South  Side.  Here,  also,  is 
the  Memorial  Library,  the  gift  of  Colonel  Delancey  Floyd-Jones, 
deceased,  well  known  as  an  army  officer,  traveler  and  author. 


MINEOLA. — Nassau  County  Court  House  and  Jail,  and  the  Nassau 
County  Hospital,  are  some  of  the  conspicuous  buildings  at  that  town. 
There  also  is  a  large  aviation  field,  where  flights  are  made  almost 
daily  during  a  part  of  the  year. 
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MONTAUK. — For  miles  nothing  is  encountered  but  bleak  sund  dunes. 
In  season,  however,  it  is  one  of  the  best  hunting  places  for  wild 
geese  and  ducks  along  the  Atlantic,  and  one  of  the  famous  light- 
houses of  America  is  on  the  point.  This  will  merit  a  visit  of  inspec- 
tion. 

NORTHPORT  is  a  popular  summer  resort  and  famous  for  its  fine 
harbor.  Several  miles  north  of  here  is  the  Eaton's  Neck  Light- 
house and  Life-Saving  Station.  They  are  situated  on  one  of  the 
most  delightful  spots  on  the  north  shore.  The  road  leading  to  the 
point  is  good. 


OAKDALE. — Here  are  the  country  estates  of  W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Fred- 
erick G.  Bourne,  W.  Bayard  Cutting,  and  others,  also  the  South 
Side  Sportsmen's  Club.  Near  here  at  Great  River  are  the  links  of 
the  famous  Westbrook  Golf  Club. 

OYSTER  BAY. — Young's  Homestead,  erected  in  1652.  This  is  one 
of  the  old  houses  on  Long  Island  honored  by  General  Washington. 
When  on  his  historic  tour  of  the  island  he  accepted  hospitalities 
where  he  had  to  stop  over  night  or  fare  by  the  way  Notable  pieces 
of  old  furniture  belonging  to  the  Washington  period,  are  still  in  use. 


The  Townsend  Mansion  in  Oyster  Bay  has  also  historic  interest. 
It  is  said  that  the  plot  was  laid  in  this  house  by  the  British  to 
capture  West  Point. 

Sagamore  Hill,  the  summer  home  of  ex-President  Roosevelt,  is 
northeast  of  the  town. 

PATCHOGUE  is  the  largest  village  in  this  section  of  Long  Island. 
Many  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  some  built  directly  on  the  water 
front.  On  entering  the  town  from  the  west  the  Patchogue  Lace 
Mills  are  passed  on  the  left;  over  1,000  hands  are  there  employed. 
There  are  other  industries  in  the  town.  A  number  of  summer  homes 
located  on  side  street  near  the  bay.  Power  and  sail  boats  make  trips 
to  beach  resorts — Water  Island,  Cherry  Grove  and  Point  o'  Woods. 
Sail  boats  can  be  hired  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  day,  at  public  dock,  foot 
of  Ocean  avenue. 


PORT  JEFFERSON  is  one  of  the  famous  north  shore  resorts.  It  has 
one  of  the  best  harbors  along  the  Sound  and  for  many  years  has 
been  noted  for  its  ship  and  yacht  building  and  as  the  laying  up 
place  for  many  famous  yachts.  It  is  a  bustling,  progressive  town. 
A  mile  east  of  the  town  and  overlooking  the  Sound,  on  Strong's  Neck, 
is  Belle  Terre,  a  superb  development,  with  its  club  house  and  many 
beautiful  cottages,  the  summer  homes  of  many  prominent  Brooklyn 
and  Manhattan  people.  There  probably  is  not  on  all  Long  Island  a 
more  beautiful  place  than  Belle  Terre. 

There  is  maintained  at  Port  Jefferson  a  Catholic  home  for  Crippled 
and  Defective  Children  and  a  well-known  summer  camp  for  boys. 


PORT  WASHINGTON.— One  of  the  most  popular  yachting  harbors  on 
the  island.  Two  miles  north  from  here  is  the  Sands  Point  Light- 
house. Port  Washington  and  Sands  Point  are  peopled  largely  by  men 
and  women  of  wealth,  and  many  fine  estates  are  here.  The  most 
notable,  perhaps,  is  that  of  Howard  Gould,  known  as  "Castlegould." 
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RIVERHEAD. — County  seat  of  Suffolk  County.  The  new  jail,  con- 
sidered the  finest  of  its  size  in  the  country,  is  worth  a  visit. 

County  Judge  Timothy  M.  Griffing's  private  park,  open  to  the 
public,  is  an  unusually  pleasant  place  to  visit. 

From  Riverhead  the  road  lies  through  a  succession  of  very  pretty 
villages,  some  with  historic  buildings  and  quaint  surroundings, 
until  Greenport  is  reached.  This  latter  place  is  an  old-fashioned 
whaling  port.  The  harbor,  filled  with  some  of  the  finest  steam  yachts 
in  the  world,  is  a  pretty  ending  to  the  run  from  Manhattan  to 
Greenport,  via  the  North  Shore.  Shelter  Island  lies  across  the 
harbor  from  Greenport.  This  Island,  too,  is  a  paradise  for  motorists. 
It  is  reached  by  a  steam  ferry,  and  is  one  of  the  famous  summer 
resorts  of  America. 


ROSLYN. — Bryant  House,  known  as  "Cedarmere,"  located  between 
village  fountain  and  steamboat  dock.  The  original  house  was  built 
in  1787,  by  Richard  Kirk,  who  had  the  windows  built  unusually  high, 
"so  that  the  women  folk  could  not  look  out  as  they  sat  at  their 
sewing,  and  see  passers-by." 

It  was  bought  later  by  Joseph  Moulton  a  New  York  lawyer,  at 
one  time  associated  with  Daniel  Webster.  Mr.  Moulton  sold  it  to 
William  Cullen  Bryant  the  poet,  who  made  many  changes,  notably 
on  the  grounds,  and  lowering  the  windows.  After  his  death,  some 
years  later,  it  came  into  the  possession  of  Harold  Godwin,  its  present 
owner,  the  youngest  grandson  of  the  poet. 

ROSLYN. — The  Onderdonk  House,  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Dr. 
Joseph  Bogart,  is  a  finely  preserved  landmark  of  Revolutionary  days, 
and  was  built  by  John  Pine,  the  miller,  who  owned  the  nearby  mill, 
still  in  existence.  Between  the  years  1738  and  1758,  the  kitchen 
wing,  then  detached  from  the  main  building,  was  used  for  slave 
quarters. 

During  the  Revolutionary  war  Baron  Ewald,  a  Hessian  Captain, 
was  quartered  at  Roslyn,  occupying  the  Onderdonk  home.  During 
Onderdonk's  occupancy  he  was  host  to  Washington  who  breakfasted- 
in  the  old  house  on  his  way  to  New  York  from  Oyster  Bay. 

At  the  entrance  into  Roslyn  there  is  a  stone  clock  tower.  This 
was  erected  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Ward  as  a  memorial. 

HARBOR  HILL. — Clarence  H.  Mackay's  country  home,  near  Roslyn, 
one  of  the  most  extensive  on  Long  Island,  was  bought  of  the 
Stephen  Taber  Estate  in  1899.  The  hill  is  said  to  be  the  highest 
point  of  land  on  Long  Island,  and  from  the  tower  Stephen  Taber 
maintained  during  his  ownership,  the  United  States  Coast  Survey 
made  its  observations. 

SAG  HARBOR. — Prominent  among  the  homes  of  well-known  people 
is  "Strong  Heart,"  owned  by  Robert  Edeson,  the  playwright,  and 
Mr.  Russell  Sage's  mansion,  known  as  Harbor  Home. 

Over  1,000  people  are  employed  in  the  watch  case  and  silverware 
factory  of  Fahys  &  Co.,  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  establish- 
ments on  Long  Island. 

Mrs.  Sage  has  given  to  Sag  Harbor  a  magnificent  library  building, 
in  memory  of  her  grandfather,  Colonel  John  Germain.  It  is  known 
as  the  Germain  Memorial.  She  also  gave  the  bulk  of  the  money 
needed  to  build  the  splendid  Pierson  High  School,  one  of  the  finest 
structures  in  Suffolk  County.

ST.  JAMES. — Many  well-known  New  York  people  have  their  summer 
homes  here.  The  estate  of  Mayor  Gaynor  is  on  the  left  of  the  main 
road  going  east.  There  also  is  a  flourishing  actors'  colony  here,  and 
the  scenery  is  among  the  finest  anywhere  along  the  north  shore. 
This  is  especially  true  of  some  of  the  less  traveled  roads,  between 
the  railroad  line  and  the  Sound. 


SAYVILLE  contains  the  country  estates  of  Frank  S.  Jones  and  John 
E.  Roosevelt.  Approaching  Sayville  from  the  west  one  sees  the 
historic  old  St.  John's  Church  and  cemetery,  belonging  to  the  Lud- 
low  estate,  and  now  no  longer  used.  Sail  and  power  boats  to  beach 
resorts,  making  two  round  trips  daily,  fare,  25c.  Usual  price  for  a 
boat  $5  per  day,  except  holidays. 

SHINNECOCK  HILLS. — Once  the  happy  hunting  grounds  of  a  power- 
ful tribe  of  Indians.  The  most  prominent  estate  near  Southampton 
is  that  of  H.  B.  Claflin.  Famous  golf  links  are  on  these  hills. 

SHOREHAM. — Here  is  located  the  Tesla  Experiment  Tower,  a  steel 
construction  of  odd  shape,  being  part  of  a  contrivance  by  which  the 
inventor  hoped  to  be  able  to  communicate  to  all  parts  of  the  world 
without  wires.  The  tower  is  so  well  built  that  no  doubt  it  will  stand 
as  a  monument  to  Tesla  for  years. 

SMITHTOWN. — Famous  old  Whitman  Tavern  at  Smithtown  Branch, 
built  160  years  ago.  Used  as  a  road  house  during  the  Revolutionary 
war.  Now  owned  by  Mrs.  C.  A.  Miller. 


SOUTH  COUNTRY  ROAD. — Scattered  along  the  famous  Merrick  road 
— the  old  South  Road  as  it  has  been  known  for  a  century  and  more — 
are  the  villages  of  Freeport,  Rockville  Center,  Merrick,  Belmore, 
Babylon,  Bay  Shore,  Islip,  Great  River  and  Sayville,  all  prosperous 
and  pleasant  communities.  They  are  all-  located  a  short  distance 
back  from  the  Great  South  Bay,  and  are  famous  as  summer  resorts. 
The  roads  in  this  entire  section  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  motoring 
over  them  is  a  real  pleasure.  Back  from  the  main  thoroughfare  are 
many  less  used  roads,  all  well  kept,  that  afford  pleasant  short  runs. 


SOUTH  HAVEN. — A  few  miles  south  of  the  main  highway  is  located 
St.  George's  Manor,  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Tangier-Smiths. 


WESTBURY  has  a  great  supply  of  beautiful  estates  in  which  are 
included  those  of  Edwin  D.  Morgan,  George  Rose,  and  J.  S.  Phipps. 

WEST  HAMPTON  is  one  of  the  oldest  English  settlements.  It  was 
settled  in  1620.  It  is  an  ideal  summering  place.  General  Lew  Wal- 
lace, it  is  claimed,  wrote  part  of  "Ben  Hur"  here.  Before  entering 
the  town  a  "castle"  is  seen  on  the  main  road,  this  was  built  by  one 
man,  T.  F.  Brouwer.  The  interior  is  magnificent  and  worth  a  visit.

SECTION  458.  Lights— Each  and  every  vehicle  using  the  public 
streets  or  highways  of  this  City,  except  vehicles  of  licensed  truck- 
men, shall  show,  between  one  hour  after  sunset  and  one  hour  before 
sunrise,  a  light  or  lights,  so  placed  as  to  be  seen  from  the  front  and 
each  side;  if  dash  lantern  is  carried  it  shall  be  placed  on  the  left- 
hand  side;  such  light  or  lights  to  be  of  sufficient  illuminating  power 
to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  200  feet;  said  light  or  lights  shall  show 
white  in  front,  but  may  be  colored  on  the  sides,  excepting  licensed 
truckmen.  Every  automobile  shall  exhibit  during  the  same  period 
two  lamps  showing  white  lights  visible  at  a  distance  of  300  feet  in 
the  direction  toward  which  the  automobile  is  proceeding,  and  shall 
also  exhibit  a  red  light,  visible  in  the  reverse  direction.  The  lamps 
shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  free  from  obstruction  to  light  from  other 
parts  of  said  automobile.  No  operator  of  any  automobile  or  other 
motor  vehicle,  while  operating  the  same  upon  the  public  highway, 
within  the  City,  shall  use  any  acetylene,  electric  or  other  headlight, 
unless  properly  shaded  so  as  not  to  blind  or  dazzle  other  users  of 
the  highway,  or  make  it  difficult  or  unsafe  for  them  to  ride,  drive  or 
walk  thereon.  In  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  excepting  south  of  Tre- 
mont  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street,  east  of 
Jerome  avenue  and  west  of  the  Bronx  River,  and  in  the  Boroughs 
of  Richmond  and  Queens,  and  in  the  Twenty-sixth,  Thirtieth,  Thirty- 
first  and  Thirty-second  wards  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  every  car 
or  other  vehicle  between  said  hours,  while  moving  on,  along  or  stand- 
ing upon  the  portion  of  streets  in  said  Boroughs  or  parts  of  Boroughs, 
shall  also  carry  a  light  or  lights  of  such  illuminating  power  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  200  feet,  both  ahead  and  behind  said  car  or  vehicle.

REGISTRATION— With  Secretary  of  Stafte,  Albany.  Applications 
must  be  verified  and  contain  brief  description  of  motor  vehicle 
with  name  of  manufacturer  and  factory  number,  character  and 
amount  of  motive  power,  and  business  address  of  owner.  Regis- 
tration number  must  be  renewed  February  1st  each  year. 


REGISTRATION  FEES — $5.00  per  25  H.P.  or  less;  $10.00  for  more 
than  25  H.P.  and  less  than  35  H.P.;  $15.00  for  35  H.P.  and  less 
than  50  H.P.;  $25.00  50  H.P.  or  over. 

Registrations  made  after  August  1  of  each  year  will  be 
made  at  half  price. 

Chauffeurs  must  pass  an  examination  and  pay  $2.50  fee. 


LICENSE  NUMBERS — Must  be  on  stationery  plate  and  those  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  of  State  must  be  used.  Number  plates 
must  be  on  both  front  and  rear  of  car  and  must  not  swing. 
Only  the  number  plate  of  one  State  can  be  carried  at  one  time. 


EQUIPMENT — Adequate  brakes,  bell  or  horn,  lamps,  must  display  at 
least  two  lighted  lamps  on  the  front  and  the  red  light  on  the 
rear  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before 
sunrise.  Rear  light  must  render  the  numbers  on  rear  plate 
visible  for  at  least  50  feet. 


SPEED  REGULATION — A  rate  of  speed  in  excess  of  30  miles  per  hour 
for  a  distance  of  one-quarter  mile  is  presumptive  evidence  of  a 
rate  of  speed  which  is  not  prudent  and  careful.  Motorists  must 
always  drive  in  a  prudent  and  careful  manner.  A  maximum 
speed  of  15  miles  per  hour  is  permitted  through  cities  and  towns 
and  the  maximum  of  30  miles  per  hour  is  permitted  on  the 
highways. 

No  person  under  18  shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle 
unless  accompanied  by  the  owner  or  a  duly  licensed  chauffeur. 


NON-RESIDENTS — Exempt  from  the  operation  of  these  provisions  if 
carrying  credentials  (proper  registration)  of  own  State,  pro- 
viding like  State  extends  like  privilege  to  residents  of  this 
State.

NEW  YORK   CITY 

Speed  limit,  10  miles  per  hour.  No  automobiles  to  carry  passen- 
gers for  hire  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks.  Cannot  stop  near  music  stands,  plazas,  concourses,  etc.,  where 
any  number  of  persons  are  accustomed  to  congregate,  where  such 
automobiles  would  be  a  source  of  danger.  Chains  are  now  allowed.

1.  All  vehicles  must  carry  a  lighted  lamp,  showing  a  white  light 
ahead,  from  thirty  minutes  after  sunset  until  thirty  minutes  before 
sunrise. 

2.  Vehicles  shall  pass  to  the  left  of  vehicles  going  in  the  same 
direction. 

3.  All  vehicles  and  horsemen  going  at  a  walk  or  slow  trot  must 
keep  near  the  curbstone  or  gutter  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road; 
those  going  more  rapidly  must  keep  nearer  the  middle  of  the  road. 

4.  Stops  must  be  made  only  near  the  curbstone  or  gutter  always 
on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road. 

Vehicles  must  not  be  towed  in  any  park  or  along  any  parkway, 
but  in  case  of  breakdown,  vehicle  may  be  towed  to  nearest  exit.
